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To stem the flow of nuclear and radiological material, EXBS provides 
advanced radiation detection and identification capabilities coupled with 
first-responders and incident response training: 



Radiation portal monitors provided 
by EXBS were installed or 
upgraded at key land crossings and 
sea ports in 8 countries. 



In Serbia, EXBS collaborated with 
the VINCA Institute to develop 
training courses on nuclear and 
chemical materials smuggling for 
customs and police officers from 
around the region.
